Chief of Police Heiijiimin H. Richards 


died at the private hospital of Dr. 
William T. Bull in New York about 
10.30 o'clock Monday night. 
He was 


conscious to the last and the end came 
peacefully. 
His wife and daughter 


were at hi* bedside, as were also Mr. 
Arthur H. fiaston and Mrs. William 
Sheridan. 


•Mr. Richards had suH'ered for some 


time from intestinal trouble and went 
to New York for further medical attend- 
ance. An operatiou wag advised and 
this was performed at the private hos- 
pital of Dr. Bull. The operatiou was 
of a very serious nature, a large 
tumor 


being removed from the iuteitlnea. 
It wan a very complicated operation. 
At first the patient gave evidence of 
recovering, but peritonitis developed 
and, In spite of every effort to check it, 
Mr. Richards failed rapidly. 
It was 


seen that he could not recover, and the 
end came Monday evening. 


Mr. Richards was born in New York 


about forty-three years ago. He early 
evinced a Hklugiand capability for the 
profession of detective, bis, first train- 
ing being at the United Slates sub- 
reasnry in New York. From there he 
was taken on the Elevated road as a 
detective and, subsequently, was asso- 
ciated with the Pinkerton 
detective 


brce. He came to Newport to work, 
up a private case in 1SS4 and afterward 
established himself here as a private 
detective, being appointed a special 


tlicer of the Newport police foice iu 
1SSS. In 1892 he was appointed city 
detective on the regular force. 
On 


June 19, IflOO, Mr. Richards became 
chief of police, by election of the police 
commission, and the olllre of city de- 
tective was abolished. 


To just what extent Newport, the 


richest summer resort In the country, 
was indebted to Mr. Richards for its 
immunity from .crime against pernou 
and property it would be difficult to 
eay, but it is probable that his services 
cannot be over-estimated. He was a 
very capable man in his profession. 
As a detective, he was shrewd, tireless, 
fearless and quick. As the head of the 
police department, he was firm but 
kindly, HO that he held the esteem as 
well as the respect of the men under 
him, and was always sure of prompt 
obedience and intelligent co-operation 
on the part of the force. His experience 
with (he Pinkertons hail given him nn 
extended knowledge of criminals anil 
this he look care to keep alwiys fresh.

three years. 


The Senate has been acting as though 


it could prevent au increase in 
the 


powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission as the President has recom- 
mended; thai il could do this in a w ay 
that would force the President to ac- 
quiesce; that a show could be .made of 
carrying out the President's policy aud 
at the same time really blocking its 
way, and that the country would be 
none the wiser. It puts a wrong esti- 
mate upou the President. The chief 
significance of the Denver speech is 
that it plainly reveals the determina- 
tion of the President to continue iu the 
course which he marked out for him- 
self long ago,

.Roosevelt ou this subject know that he 
believes that Ihe whole question of 
government regulation of corporations, 
b"th railroad and industrial, involves 
R vital principal.

The fate of -Minister 
Howeu, the measures to be adouted tu 
remedy the Treasury dellcit, the ap- 
proval of various naval couBtructlon 
plans, the alignment of army utlicers 
and, probably, the investigation of c«r- 
taiuehargeiiagalnstcousuliirappolutevi. 
The Japanese Legation has made rep- 
resentations to the State Department 
with regard to French neutrality which 
il ; hope- the President will forward to 
France, and other diplomats are hop- 
lug, although without much reason, 
that the President may be able to do 
something toward the promotion of 
peace in the Far Kant. President Hoose- 
veil will be a busy man from the mo- 
ment he reached* Washington, on the 
noon of May 1-, until the morning of 
June 20, when lie is scheduled to leave 
for his summer home at Oyster Hay. 
Incidentally there are numerous re- 
quests that he interfeie in the Chicago 
teamsters' strike, awaiting him at me 
White House. Some are fioui repre- 
sentatives of the Mrikem who want 
him to arbitrate, more are from excited 
citi/ens who wanl federal Iroops and 
lots of them, regalities* of the fact that 
the President has no ttulhoiky under 
the con.-tilution to fend troops lino Illi- 
nois without the consent of thai State 
unless the piopeny of the> (jovernment 
is threatened \vith destruction. It is 
unlikely that the President will take 
any action in the premises.

To add to the general confusion and 


distress after the tornado had passed, 
fire broke out and burned up all that 
rcnmined of the buildings ill one of (he 
business blocks. 
So far, it has not 


been possible to find out whether any 
bodies were cremated. 


An unidentified woman was picked 


up dead, iitirlng been pinioned to the 
ground by a htrjre silver which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of her head. Clarence Iionovan, 
a railroad engineer, and Miss Nina Fes-

Wednesday night, but had just post- 
poned the 
nuptials until

morning. 
Both were instantly killed 


by the storm. 
Fred Crump, a boy, 


had started to a cellar when a flying 
timber decapitated him. 


Debris was carried northeast as far 


as Cooperton. 12 miles, nnd it Is re- 
ported that there are more fragments 
at that town than in the tornado path 
at Suyder. 


The mayor of Suyder is having much 


trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. 
The confusion is great, owing 


to the fact that there are a number 
of unidentified bodies at the morgues. 
There is much suffering owing to the 
lack of provision^ and places to stay. 
What houses remain in the town are in 
bad condition and unsafe for habita- 
tion. Besides Ihere is not room enough 
to care for the homeless. Bedding and 
TV earing'apparel are both lacking and, 
despite tiie effort to succor the unfor- 
tunates, they are still in a pltlnblo con- 
dition.
